. 100 Tackle Shamrock's "Farewell" Enduro

The Sunland Shamrocks, one of the 
Southland's oldest and most respected 
clubs, runs one event yearly as a benefit 
for the Sunair Home for Asthmatic 
Children, This year it was the enduro, 
Since well over 700 entrants showed up 
for a decidedly cool 7 a.m, start, the 
Sunair Home will be receiving a fairly 
sizeable donation, 

The run consisted of two loops, each 
Starting and ending in Jawbone Canyon 
some 20 miles north of Mojave. The 
first 5 miles of the first loop werefairly 
easy, and most riders waited at the 5- 
mile check to get back on schedule, Some 
of them wished that they had those 
precious minutes back when they hit Jaw- 
bone Hill at the 6- mile mark! Those that 
made it down Jawbone Hill in one piece 
spent the next half-hour crossing back 
and forth over Cottonwood Creek, Since 
the water, in spots, was carburetor-deep, 
those who were careless about their 
waterproofing soon found themselves 
“hip deep in the big muddy" as the 
saying goes. 

After Cottonwood, the route wandered 
down a new trail on Pine Tree Hill (the 
old one, long a favorite of the Shamrocks, 
was ruined by the dune buggies), After a 
quick transit of the Playground, the trail 
ran torturously through the mesquite on 
its way to Hoffman Canyon and through 
Butterbread, The Shamrocks constructed 
quite a bit of new trail through the high 
brush, most of it about 20 inches wide 
and 20 turns per hundred yards, Those 
who were not adept at making sharp 
turns soon became adept at picking 
cactus needles out of their hides. 

The first loop finished with an incredi- 
bly steep sand descent down Butterball 
Mountain into the campsite in Jawbone 
Canyon, Don’t bother looking for Butter- 
ball Mountain on your map: It’s named 
for the Shamrock Club President, but 
nobody’s notified U.S, Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey yet.

more or less controlled falls, At the 
bottom he gave thanks for his narrow 
escape and retired. The mileage was 
51.3. 

The first loop tested a number of 
Skills, and variety was the key word; the 
second tested Endurance with a Capital 
E, It started out down the wide sandwash 
in Jawbone, followed the pipeline for 
awhile, and then crossed under it through 
a 5-foot in diameter corrugated metal 
culvert, about 100 yards long. That cul- 
vert was dark, noisy, close, and filled 





with exhaust fumes. The footing was un- 
certain, and you had to bend over almost 
to the gas tagk.

miles per hour, 
Yvon DuHamel, on a 350cc Twin Yamaha, nailed down 


the second spot, and two time National Champion, Gary 
Nixon, drove his works 750cc, OHV, Triumph three 
banger into third. 

All in all, it was Suzuki’s day, as Grant was engaged 
in a 36 lap, wheel to wheel duel with factory teammate 
and last year’s Sear’s Point winner, Art Baumann, The 
first 3 positions from the pole were all Suzuki’s, and 
for nearly 15 laps the powerful, but light twins were 
running 1, 2 and 3, 

Describing the race afterwards, Grant said, ‘‘My 
biggest problem was Art (Baumann), I was goingas fast 
as I could, but he was still there," 

And was he ever there, At speeds near the 160 mph 
mark, Grant and Baumann were literally side by side 
down the straightaways and through the curves and 
esses, Grant would get a couple of foot advantage, then 
Baumann would do the same, 

The duo was at least one-half a lap ahead of the 
nearest competitor, when, on the fortieth lap, Grant

The ex- jet pilot said later 
that he didn't know what had happened, The first thing 
he remembered was somebody trying to wake him up.

After the race, the young Lakewood, 
Calif, Expert said that he had started the weekend with 
new tires, But because of the wet track, he couldn’t 
scuff them enough for proper traction, He had even tried 
2 file, but it wasn't until the track had started drying in 
the late afternoon that he was able to obtain the desired 
degree of roughness. 

In what was described by man as rather typical 
Seattle weather, the temperature leveled off at around 
50 degrees, and very light showers fell sporatically 
from dawn 'til dark, The track inclined to puddle, and 
brooms and a convoy of cars were used to dissipate 
the water.

Next Moforcycle 
Mecca,” Says 

Publisher 


All but overlooked by the major motor- 
cycle media, except for the annual Day- 
tona, Florida extravaganza, the South 
East United States has been incubating 
an enormous motorcycle enthusiasm 
over the past three years, says Charles 
Clayton, President of Cycle News, Inc, 

‘Registration figures don’t tell the 
whole story,’’ Clayton avers. Motor- 
cycle sales in the Southeastern states 
are very high and climbing, but most of 
the machines are strictly off-road bikes 
and don't show up on registration lists,’’ 

With the founding of Dixie Cycle News, 
the third in his chain of local motorcycle 
newspapers, Clayton took up residence 
near Atlanta, Ga. some months ago and 
professes to be amazed by the large 
amount of motorcycle racing interest in 
the Dixie states, “Our first issues ran 
from 24 to 32 pages and that is incredible 
for a new publication just starting out. 
There’s that much going on,’’ the pub- 
lisher says, ‘‘For an area to develop 
so much motorcycle activity with only 
word-of-mouth publicity, it’s a pretty 
good indication of the enthusiasm here, 
The Southeast is like a big Southern 
California as far as motorcycling is 
concerned, They have the climate here to 
ride all year around, and personal income 
is as high as anywhere in the country,’’ 
Clayton points out. 

“The AMA National Championship 
road races at Talladega, Alabama and 
the International Motocross in Atlanta 
this year will really put Dixie on the 
motorcycle map,’’ he claims, ‘‘This area 
is the new mecca of motorcycling. Now 
that there’s a biweekly newspaper for the 
Dixie states, the word is finally out to 
the rest of the U.S.” Concludes Clayton, 
“The South has risen again!’’
